Alfred C. F. Meyer, president of 
the Lafayette South Side Bank and 
Trust Co., and chairman of the

The stories told by the _ store- 
keepers were much the same. 
‘They said the machines were de- 
signed so that a player who put a 
nickel in the slot got a package 
of mints, and sometimes a hand- 
ful of slugs or nickels. Agents for 
the syndicates controlling the ma- 
chines gave the storekeepers a 
telephone number, and told them 
to call it in case of trouble. 

Henry H. McKay, a storekeeper, 
tuld his. experiences. 

“When the detectives arrested 
me,” he testified, “I called the 
number, I said: “They are taking 
the machine out and me with it.’ 
Ly the time we got to the station 
house a bondsman was there and 
l was out in five minutes. 

When his case was called in Har- 
lem Court next day, McKay testi- 
fied, a lawyer he had never seen 
appeared for him. The case was 
dismissed. 

William Lubin testified that the 
machine in his place did a busi- 
ness of $80 to $120 a week, of 
Which he got half. 

Hugo Rogers, lawyer, estimated 
that he had appeared in 250 to 
500 cases a year in 1928, 1929 and 
1930. Convictions resulted in 
about 60 per cent of the cases, he 
said, with fines of $25.

‘Chicago Authorities Suspect 
Fire Victim Is Heitler, 
Early Racketeer.

CHICAGO, May  ?2.—‘Scarface 
Al’’ Capone, the gangster, was 
sought by State’s Attorney’s detec- 
tives today for questioning in the 
inquiry into the death of a man 
whose charred body they believe to 
be that of “Mike de Pike” Heitlecr, 
one of the first racketeers in Chi- 
cago. The body was found Thurs- 
day in the smouldering ruins of an 
ice house near Barrington, Ill. 

On orders from Patrick Roche, 
chief investigator for the State’s 
Attorney. the officers raided the 
Lexington Hotel, reputed to be fre- 
quently used as Capone headquar- 
tersi They failed to find the gang 
chief, but arrested four of his 
henchmen—Louis Russo, brother 
of “Machine Gun Jack” McGurn, 
Phil Andrea, Fred Rossi and Tony 
Capezio. Police also arrested at 
his home, Lawrence Mangano, re- 
puted operator of a Capone vice, 
gambling and _ liquor syndicate. 
Roche said Heitler had competed 
with the Mangano organization. 

Positive identification of the 
murdered man was sought, police 
attempting to trace two of his gold 
teeth to the dentist who had dstne 
the work. Roche said he was con- 
vinced. the man was Heitler. A 
partly burned automobile which 
Heitler had borrowed from one of 
two women, each of whom said she 
was his wife, was found near Itas- 
ca, 15 miles from the fire scene. 

Heitler was to have appeared in 
court yesterday on a charge of per- 
jury, but his attorney asked for a 
continuance, seying his client had 
becn missing since Wednesday.

to the Sheriff, Rogers told of his 
various meetings with the Kelley 
family, referring Sheriff Lill to his 
story. in last Tuesday's Post-Dis- 
patch as the true version of what 
had transpired after he left Orth- 
wein at 1 a. m. last Tuesday, 
shortly before Dr. Kelley was re- 
leased to him by the kidnapers. 
Orthtwein’s Statement to Sheriff. 

To complete his record in his 
investigation of the kidnaping of 
Dr. Kelley, Sheriff Lill teok the 
following statement from Orth- 
wein: 

“T Jeft St. Louis for Memphis, 
Tenn.,gon a business mission the 
night Dr. Kelley was kidnaped. 
Next morning at Memphis I re- 
ceived a telephone message to tele- 
phone the home of Dr: Kelley in 
St. Louis. I was informed that 
Dr. Kelley had gone out on a sick 
call the night before and had not 
returned home. 

“T departed on the first train for 
St. Louis; arriving at 11:30 p. m. 
and went immediately to Dr. Kel- 
ley’s home. There I found Dr. 
Kelley’s home crowded with po- 
lice, newspaper men and sympa- 
thetic friends. After sitting up all 
night with the family trying to 
determine what had happened I 
decided there was too much con- 
fusion and had the house cleared 
of reporters and all others I felt 
were not necessary to an investi- 
gation. 

“By Wednesday we had received 
numerous fake telephone calls and 
crank letters, which only added to 
the confusion. One telephone call 
advising us to get in touch with 
a certain downtown attorney im- 
pressed us and we sought the ad- 
vice of a friend of the family. E> 
telephoned the attorney whose 
name was mentioned in the tele- 
phone call and later reported noth- 
ing had come of it; that the caller 
probably was a crank. 

Considered Doctor’s Safety. 

“We believed Dr. Kelley to be in 
the hands of kidnapers and in or- 
der to facilitate a contact with the 
men who were holding him I] had 
the telephone company disconnect 
the receivers on the first ~ floor, 
leaving only two upstairs exten- 
sions available for incoming calls. 
We did this out of consideration 
for Dr. Kelley’s safety. 

“All during Wednesday we dis- 
cussed probable clews with detec- 
tives, but without’ result. At 3 a. 
m. Thursday I went to bed for the 
first time. We were all worried, 
particularly as we had reason to 
believe our telephone lines were 
being tapped. The safety of my 
brother-in-law was paramount with 
me and I wanted to avoid anything 
that might result in reprisals 
against him. 

‘Thursday's 


developments 
amounted to nothing, except that 
after dinner, in the evening, the 
maid at my home on Litzinger road 
telephoned Dr. Kelley’s home that 
a man had telephoned her there 
was a note in the big mail box at 
York Village. I obtained the note 
and after Mrs. Kelley identified the 
handwriting as that of Dr. Kelley I 
sought the advice of a friend. This 
note said the kidnapers wanted 

250,000, but would compromise for 
$150,000. There were no directions 
how to deliver the money. I was 
baffled because the note said ’do 
business with the people who called 
on you today.’ No one had called 
on us with any kind of proposition 
or as representatives of any kid- 
napers. 

Called on John T. Rogers. 

“On Friday a friend of the fam- 
ily said he would turn me over to 
a man in whom I could impose im- 
pose implicit confidence, mention- 
ing John T. Rogers of the Post- 
Dispatch. It was not acquainted 
with Mr. Rogers and remarked that 
I did not want to have anything to 
do with newspaper reporters, but 
he insisted he believed Mr. Rogers 
could help us if anyone could, and 
so I called at Mr. Rogers’ home at 
71 Vandeventer place Friday eve- 
ning and sought his aid. He agreed 
to stand by to be at my service on 
a moment’s notice. 

“At 7 a. m. Saturday the maid at 
our home on Litzinger road tele- 
phoned me that the man who tele- 
phoned to get the note in the York 
Village mail box had telephoned 
again that morning to hhave me at 
the Litzinger road home at 11 a. 
m. JI had Mr. Rogers accompany 
me. | 

“There was no communication at 
the appointed hour, but at 11:16 @ 
man with a nervous voice got our 
number, but after he had inquired 
for me and said hello, the connec- 
tion was broken. We had no fur- 
ther communication that day, but 
around 9 o’clock that night, short- 
ly.after Chief of Police Gerk and 
other officers had called to discuss 
the case with me, there was a tele- 
phone call from a man trying to 
communicate with me. Again the 
connection was broken About five 
minutes after the police departed 
there was another telephone call 
for me and before I could answer 
I heard a man say, ‘Why in hell 
don’t you get off that line and let 
those people talk out there.’

Second Note From Dr. Kelley. 

“after that the night passed 
without developments and Mr.

At noon Sunday I 
was called to Dr. Kelley’s home in 
Portland place by R. D. Fitzgibbon, 
an attorney employed’ by § the 
estate. I left Mr. Rogers at my 
home in the county to watch for 
unother call from the kidnapers. 

“Mr. Fitzgibbon had another let- 
ter in Dr. Kelley’s handwriting 
kidnapers. This was 
found in a mail box on Clayton 
road and contained. Dr. Kelley’s 
scarfpin: In this letter Dr. Kelley 
wrote that the ransom demand ‘had 
been reduced to $100,000, but yet 
there were no directions how to 
communicate with. the kidnapers. 
But the name of another down- 
town attorney (Sigmund Bass) was 
mentioned and the note directed us 
to get in touch with him. We im- 
mediately employed a reputable at- 
torney of high standing to repre- 
sent the family in communicating 
with the attorney mentioned in the 
note; The man we employed told 
us emphatically he would not at 
any time have any contact with the 
underworld; would not handle any 
money for any kidnapers, and 
would confine his employment 
solely to calling on the attorney 
mentioned in the note. We agreed 
to that and added that the family 
simply wanted to learn what could 
be done to insure the safety of Dr. 
Kelley. 

“Our attorney reported 
Monday night that he had con- 
ferred with the attorney men- 
tioned in the kidnapers’ note and 
that the Jatter had said he would 
like to help the family, but would 
not get near it, meaning that he 
would not represent the underwor'td 
in this case. To his credit it ‘must 
be added that he told our attorney 
he had received no communication 
from any source to act for the ki1-

MOST AIRPLANE FATALITIES 
ON NON-SCHEDULED FLIGHTS 


258 Persons Killed in Six Months 
in Miscellaneous Trips; Six 
on Regular Lines, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 2. — Th 
Commerce Department announced 
today that during the last half of 
last year, 258 persons were killed 
in miscellaneous airplane opera- 
tions as compared with six fatali- 
ties on scheduled air lines. 
During the entire year 608 per- 
|} sons including pilots, passengers, 
‘crew members and others wer 
| killed in all flying operations. Of 
|these, 32 persons, including eight 


the Post. 
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| pilots and 24 passengers died in ac- 
cidents on scheduled lines, the oth- 
ers being killed in miscellancous 
operations. 

During the last half of the year. 
104 passengers died as a result of 
| accidents while in the first half a 
‘total of 124 persons other than pil- 
‘ots were killed. The figures for 
the last half of 1930 represented 
| the first time passengers and cre" 
had been completely separated in 
statistics. 

There were 
miscellaneous flying during the last 
half of 1930, an average of 51,609 
miles an accident; the total num- 
ber of fatal accidents was 16? and 
the miles flown per fatal accident, 
353,141. 

During the corresponding period 
in 1929, the total number of Tfe- 
ported accidents was 873, an aver- 
age of 72,165 miles per accident, 
and fatal accidents, 169, an average 
of 372,781 miles for each accident.

EX-OFFICIAL INDICTED 
~ON BRIBERY CHARGE

Five Named in True Bills. 


An indictment ag:.inst Ewart B. 
Colby, former City Clerk of Uni- 
versity City, charging bribery, was 
one of five true bills returned by 


the St. Louis County grand jury 
yesterday in its final report to Cir- 
cuit Judge Mulloy. Colby was dis- 
charged two years ago after 
charges were made that he accept- 
ed money for issuing a license to 
the proprietor of a soft drink es- 
tablishment. 

A grand jury investigation of 
the charges was made in Septem- 
ber, 1929, and no true bill was 
voted. Colby, however, was not re- 
insteted. 

The indictments were suppressed 
pending the arrest of those named. 
Four no true bills also were re- 
turned. . 

The report stated that the grand 
jury had not had time to investi- 
gate fully reports that “certain of- 
ficials of incorporated cities” were 
using their offices to secure busi- 
ness for firms with which they are 
connected.” It recommended that 
another grand jury be-called im- 
mediately and that the charges be 
investigated. 

The grand jury, it was stated, 
received “reliable information” 
that certain deputy constables were 
fining motorists on the roadside 
and not accounting for their ac- 
tidns. An investigation of these 
reports also was urged. 

A special bond issue to be held 
as soon as possible for construction 
of a new courthouse and jail also, 
was declared to be necessary. 

The charge against Colby grew 
out of the accusation of Steve So- 
larano, who had previously told an 
investigating committee of.the Uni- 


versity City Board of Aldermen | 


that Colby had demanded sums 
ranging from $300 to $500 a year 
since 1926. 

Solarano first told his story to 
John W. Vogler, then an Alder- 
man, who called Chief of Police 
Ward to accompany him to a place 
where Solarano said he agreed to 
meet Colby and give him $500. 

While the Alderman and Police 
Chief looked on, Solarano is said 
to have handed $100 in currency 
to Colby in a drug store at the 
southeast corner of Delmar boule- 
yard and the Kirkwood-Ferguson 
tracks. 

Colby said that he had bought 
whisky from Solarano at his sa- 
loon at 6201 Olive boulevard, and.

What He Proposes.

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SAYS HE TRAILED WIFE 
AND DANCE HALL MAN 


C...J. Vaughan of De Soto 
Makes Counter Charges in 
Divorce Suit. 


The alleged associations of Mrs. 
Genevieve Vaughan, 2757 Accormnac 
street, with the proprietor of a 
dance hall on North Grand Dboule- 
vard were brought into testimony 


vesterday by Chauncey J. Vaughan 
of De Soto, Mo., who took the 
stand in Circuit Judge Calhoun’s 
court, in the divorce suit brought 
by his wife. 

The case was taken under ad- 
visement today after a brief 
amount of testimony, and Judge 
Calhoun indicated he would hand 
down a decision on Monday. 

The principal witness today was 
Lyman Pyle, 18 years old, a former 
employe at the Vaughan farm at 
De Soto, who said he had taken 
Mrs. Vaughan to dances and had 
kissed her. At the close of his tes- 
timony, Judge Calhoun told him, 
“T wouldn't believe you on a thou- 
sand oaths,” 

Both Vaughan and his wife charge 
general indignities, and are asking 
for custody of their two children, 5 
and 3 years old. In addition, Mrs. 
Vaughan has filed a $60,000 aliena- 
tion suit against her. husband's 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Vaughan of De Soto. 

Vaughan said he traiied his wife 
and the dance hall director, who 
employed her as cashier, to a night 
club on the levee and back to a 
rooming house at 3638 Finney ave- 
nue, where Mrs. Vaughan lived, 
one night last July. After seeing 
the two enter the house, he testi- 
fied, he sent for his father and two 
policemen and _ returned’ to the 
house. 

Mrs. Vaughan had previously de- 
nied on cross-examination that the 
man was in her room, and said 
they were preparing to go on a 
boat excursion sponsored by the 
dance hall the next day. Her ai- 
torney presented the testimony of 
the policemen themselves yester- 
day to prove that there was no dis- 
order in the house. 

Vaughan denied the charges of 
drunkenness, gambling and asso- 
ciating with bootleggers to which 
his wife testified Thursday. He said 
he had been intoxicated “perhaps 
once a year” since they were mar- 
ried in 1924, that he had played 
pinochle at 5 cents a hundred 
points, and that he was not forced 
to associate with bootleggers be- 


cause he could buy drinks “over 
the counter’ in De Soto. 
He also denied that he had 


pushed his wife down the stairs at 
her parents’ home in De Soto when 
she censured him for what she 
considered advances to her sister- 
in-law. Members of the family of 
Mrs. Vaughan testified to the oc- 
currence of such an incident in 
1927. 

Vaughan did admit that he used 
profane language, but explained to 
the Court that “if you’ve worked 
on a farm and driven mules, you're 
bound to use some.”

Two of the raids were on Ca-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : : 
OUR editorial of April 26, entitled 


os iculture and Prosperity,” was 
ln in saying: ‘“‘The drouth, — 
as the culmination of bad agricultura 
conditions, particularly the low prices of 
wheat and cotton, has more to do with 
the business depression than most people 
realize... .. The Farm Board-has messed 
up the wheat and cotton markets by its 
efforts, through purchase, to stabilize 
prices... . The purchase and holding of 
large quantities of wheat and cotton has 
put the grain dealers out of control and 
practically out of business. It has had 
a depressing effect on the prices of 
both.” 

The trouble began with the enactment 
of the Agricultural Marketing Act in 
1929 and the creation of the Farm 
Board. Former Chairman Legge .was 
quoted Aug. 5, 1929, as saying: “The 
board believes that based on known 
world supply the present prevailing 
prices of wheat are too low.” Again on 
Nov. 9, 1929, he said: “Anyone who does 
not have to is foolish to sell wheat and 
cotton now.” On those two dates, wheat 
sold in St. Louis around $1.30 per bush- 
el. Now it brings about 80 cents a 
bushel, and even that price is an arti- 
ficial one. Mr. Legge’s utterances put 
Europeans on notice that, if they wanted 
to buy our exportable surplus as hereto- 
fore, they would have to pay dearly for 
it. Therefore, Europe began to look 
elsewhere for its wheat. 

The consequences are that our trade 
relations with Europe are upset, and 
grain and cotton merchants are de- 
moralized. In the meantime, the poor 
farmer assumed that a board entrusted 
by the Government with the expenditure 
of $500,000,000 should have known what 
it was talking about. But the misguided 
farmer, as well as the inexperienced but 
doubtless well-meaning Farm Board 
members, are learning that the old law 
ef supply and demand is still in effect. 
To add to their misery, a bumper crop 
is in sight.

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‘THE RECEIVERSHIP BUGABOO. - 


Caught in its own net, without hope of the fran- 
chise extension. which was expected a, few years ago 
and might have enabled it to sell out to the in- 
vesting public at a: profit, its business rapidly de- 
clining, the St. Louis Public Service Co. warns the 
ear riders that unless something is done for the 
utility they will all go down together in a receiver- 
ship. Says the Transit News: 

In this period of depression street car riding 
has declined so greatly that the money we receive 
in the fare boxes is insufficient to pay the operat-. . 
ing expenses and interest on the money we owe. 
If we don’t pay interast, then transportation in 
St. Louis must go into a receivership, and that 
is tad for you and for us. 

In a circular letter to business men ‘April 28, Stan- 
ley Clarke, president of the company, said: 

Obviously, this condition must be remedied im- 
mediately or another receivership is inevitable 
for the transportation system, with great loss 
to business in this city, to the car riders, to the 
employes of the system and to the security 


holders. 

Receivership of a street railway or other public 
utility always takes into consideration public wel- 
fare, as well as the interests of the security holders. 
When Federal Judge D. P. Dyer appointed Rolla 
Wells receiver of the old United Railways, April 12, 
1919, his order included these directions to the re- 
ceiver: “... to ase, Manage and conduct said busi- 
ness in such manner as, in his judgment, will pro- 
duce the best results, and to this end, exercise the 
authority and franchises of said Railways Company 
or any other railway company, the capital stock of 
which is owned by Railways Company, and to dis- 
charge all the public duties obligatory upon Rail- 
ways Company, and to preserve said railroad and 
property in proper condition.” Judge Dyer said from 
the bench: 

This is a matter of great concern to me. Here 
is a great public utility, one that comes as close 
to the people as any could. The interests of the 
bondholders and the stockholders are subservient 
to the interest of the people. No good man would 
want the Court to do anything to prejudice the 
interests of the bondholders or stockholders, but 
to’ see if there is not some way of coming to- 
gether for the interest of the company and the 
public. 

After accepting the appointment as receiver, Rolla 
Wells said, in an interview: : 

I shall endeavor to conserve and promote the 
interests of the bondholders, the stockholders 
and not least of all, the public. The cars will 
continue to operate, the giving of transfers will 
continue, there will be nothing of that disintegra- 
tion that the public fears in a receivership. On 
the contrary, it is the purpose of a receivership, 
and of my receivership, to preserve the contin- 
uity of the system and so conduct it that it will 
be of the best service to this city. 


In his final report on the operation of the street 
railway system, ending Nov. 30, 1927, Receiver Wells 
gave a long list of accomplishments, including the 
following: 

He built 300 new cars, rebuilt 63, remodeled 753. 

He built seven new power houses with latest type 
automatic equipment. 

He reconstructed or built 207 miles of track. 

He acquired much new private right-of-way. 

He reduced funded debt and notes by $2,420,042.22.

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- OUR SUPER-GOVERNMENT. 
The national Anti-Saloon League is so powerful at 
Washington that neither Congress nor the President 


can be quite frank about an -issue which Gilbert K.. 


Chesterton, a Bfitish visitor, thinks has assumed 
alarming proportions in the United States. In ex- 
erting pressure upon the Wickersham Commission 
to keep it. from. saying what needs to be said and 
what the commission wanted to say, Mr. Hoover was 
obviously reacting to the pressure put upon him by 
the prohibition hierarchy. _He wants.to be re-elected, 
and he-does not consider that to rationalize this issue 
is the way to succeed himself. | 

In Illinois this same organization has been pow- 
erful enough to ignore, through the Governor, the 
plain mandate of the people, who do not want prohi- 
bition. It thus deprived the people of Illinois of 
the only means they have of governing themselves. 
If this is immoral, as we believe it is, that is noth- 
ing new for the Anti-Saloon League in Illinois. In 
1926, despite disclosures of slush fund corruption in 
Frank L. Smith’s primary campaign for the United 
States Senate, the Anti-Saloon League subsequently 
supported him in the regular election. It put the 
liquor issue above the dignity of the Senate and the 
welfare of the nation. Thus does this ill-starred re- 
form, in addition to demoralizing the country and 
its politics, also demoralize the prohibitionists. 

In Missouri the Anti-Saloon League has dominated 
the present session of the Legislature to a degree 
which gives us a'taste of the tyranny exercised over 
many of the Southern states by the political clergy. 
The State superintendent of the league is credited 
with having deprived the opponents of prohibition of 
a single victory in the session. That is, he refused 
to let the people express an opinion under the refer- 
endum. Notwithstanding the Legislature wanted to 
ameliorate the medieval and impracticable penalties 
prescribed by the State dry laws, the Anti-Saloon 
League held before it the fear of political reprisal 
and preserved the status quo.

As to improvement in personnel, the receiver said: 
Perhaps the accomplishment in which the re- 
ceiver takes the greatest pride is the organiza- 
tion of the general staff of officers and the de- 
velopment of a loyal and efficient personnel. The 
great number of written commendations received 
from people in St. Louis, and, particularly, from 
visitors from outside, as to the character and ef- 
ficiency of employes during the latter years of 
the receivership, has been a striking testimony to 
this. It would not be fair to compare the labor 
turnover in the transportation department, for ex- 
ample, with the high record during the war, 
when, in 1918, it got up to 56.9 per cent, but 
that turnover in 1916, the year before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war, was 33.32 per cent, 
and in 1926 it had dropped to 11.32 per cent. 
How then would a receivership be bad for any- 
body? The experience of the same utility the last 
time exploiters brought it to collapse belies it. A 
receivership in the present instance could conceiv- 
ably be a blessing to everybody concerned. It would 
rid the city of an impasse brought about in local 
transportation by the failure of this effort to exploit 
the street railways. It would conserve the interests 
of the bondholders, the car riders and the property 
itself. It is the present unfortunate state of affairs, 
a state of affairs brought about by franchise grab- 
bers who played the game once too often in a suffer- 
ing eommunity, that is bad for everybody. 
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PICK YOUR TREE. 

The United States Forest Service, we learn, is mak- 
ing a study of the kinds of trees that are most often 
struck by lightning. The intention is to advise peo- 
ple which trees are safest as places of shelter during 
thunderstorms. If the plan is to divide the country 
into sections, making recommendations for each, well 
and good. Otherwise we register protest. One set 
of recommendations for all the states would, no doubt, 
give first three places to the date palm, eucalyptus 
and sequoia, in the order named. .That would be 
entirely satisfactory to Californians, but it would 
leave the rest of us without a tree to stand under. 
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THE CABBAGE LIFE. 

An eminent physician accounts for John D. Rock- 
efeller’s longevity with the explanation that the 
greatest oil man of all time “lives like a cabbage.” 
Lest the comparison be misunderstood, the eminent 
physician hastens to say that the cabbage is a model 
of temperance, eating and drinking only when the 
spirit moves it and only in such quantities as desired. 
Never, it: seems, does the cabbage unwisely indulge 
its appetite. Again, it never worries. And that, we 
are informed, is the Rockefeller regimen. 

One may wonder, though, just how the eminent 
physician so completely won the confidence of the 
cabbage as to possess himself of its innermost secrets. 
To the layman, anyhow, the cabbage seems as unsus 
ceptible to flattery or cajolery as any member of ‘the 
vegetable kingdom. Once the Sheraton contour of 
its youth is gone, it takes on a grossness that sug- 
gests gluttony and guzzling instead of restraint. Tem- 
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peramentally it appears placid, yes, stolid, but ° 
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That was go oci =pem ago to assume the type has 
disappeared. Thus, the court might well have avoid- 
ed its odious refléction by basing its opinion upon 
popular nullification, at times a valuable instrument 
despite the protests of many. 
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THE EMPLOYMENT OFFICE JUMBLE. 

As new developments come along from Washington, 
Mr. Hoover’s veto of the Wagner employment ex- 
change bill becomes, as Alice of Wonderland fame 
once said, “curiouser and curiouser,” In 1921, as point- 
ed out in an article on this page, Mr. Hoover was all 
for Federal-state co-operation in setting up employ- 
ment offices. Yet two months ago he administered 
a pocket yeto fo the Wagner bill, which would have 
set up just such a system. The present Federal serv- 
ice was adequate, he said. Mr. Hoover also objected 
to the “subsidies to the states from the Federal Treas- 
ury,” although the plan was for joint financing, just 
as Federal aid roads are built. 

Now the administration has decided to try the 
plan after all, and Secretary Doak has announced 
early opening of Federal employment offices in each 
of the states, “to co-operate with state and local 
authorities.” But there is a difference. The Wagner 
bill provided $1,500,000 for this year and $4,000,000 
each for the following three years. -Mr. Doak has 
only $785,000 for his project. It is difficult to see 
how this amount, spread around among 49 offices, 
with a staff to pay at each point, can have more than 
insignificant accomplishment. Further, the amount 
will not be supplemented by help from the states 
which, as our accompanying article explains, would 
have made one Federal dollar do the work of two. 

Any sort of Federal-state co-operation in providing 
employment for our 6,000,000 jobless workers in this 
period of crisis is welcome. Unfortunately, the ads 
ministration has vacillated and delayed. Now that 
it is entezing ypon this importart work, it seems to 
have chosen the worst possible Way. 3 
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SPAIN AND AMERICA. 

When President Zamora of the new Spanish Re- 
public. in his radio address commented on the bonds 
of affection between his country and the Americas, he 
was indulging in no empty rhetoric. . Although al- 
most every country of the Western Hemisphere has 
gone to war with Spain, each fought against the now 
abolished Spanish crown, as Zamora pointed out, and 
not against the Spanish people. To the liberated 
Latin American nations, Spain remained the mother 
land, the seat of their culture and customs, The 


United States in 1898 went through its epcch of anti-| 


Spanish feeling, with its spy scares and its fears of 
a fleet’s bombardment along the coast. However, the 
nation’s gallant spirit was well expressed in the re- 
mark of Capt. John W. Philip at the battle of San- 
tiago: “Don't cheer, boys; the poor fellows are dy- 
ing.” The completeness. with which war wounds 
have healed was shown last week when the veterans 
of Admiral Dewey’s Asiatic fleet held their annua] 
reunion in Philadelphia. A. guest.there was Simon 
Castrege-Trillo, who was a gunner on the Spanish 
flagship at the battle of Manila Bay. Though 33 
years before he had fired on the men who were now 
his hosts, both sides had long forgotten the animosi- 
ties of war. .Now that Spain has attained democ- 
racy, there will be a still closer bond between the 
peoples.. 
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COULD I HAVE MADE A MISTAKE? 
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Toward,.a National Employment Service 


President’s veto of Wagner bill blocked plan for Federal-state co-operation; this had 
been urged by many groups, including Hoover committee in 1921; farm service 
report refutes executive's claim of its record; bill would have reorganized, not 
abolished, present facilities; action handicaps efforts of U. S. in solving problem.

HEN President Hoover vetoed the 

Wagner bill to.establish a national em- 
, ployment serviee, he did so under con- 
ditions which leave the whole question a 
vital one in public policy. In vetoing the 
bill the Presfdent said he did so to “pre- 
vent a serious blow to labor,” that it would 
have abolished “‘the whole of the well de- 
veloped Federal employment service” and 
that in any event the new service could not 
have been “made effective for many months 
or even years.” As Congress presumably 
passed the measure under an exactly op- 
posite impression, that it was meeting an 
urgent need in an unprecedented crisis, the 
issue becomes one of fact and judgment. 

Examination of published reports of the 
United States Employment Service and in- 
terviews since the veto with those respons- 
ible for it in Washington reveal, first, that 
the 1,300,000 placements which the Pres- 
ident credited to the existing Federal serv- 
ice were all made by state and local agen- 
cies which co-operate with the Employment 
Service. At no point would this placement 
service have been terminated by enactment 
of the Wagner bill. On the contrary, it 
would probably have been extended. 

The President referred in his message to 
special divisions of the present service for 
veterans and farm labor. He stated that 
the new bill had “no provision for the con- 
tinuation of these very important services” 
and that “the interstate quality of the Fed- 
eral service would be destroyed.” The 
Farm Labor Division is described in the 
most recently published report of the De- 
partment of Labor, that for 1929, as one 
of “recruiting, directing and distributing.’’ 
“Owing to the nature of the work,” says the 
report for 1929, “it is not possible to ascer- 
tain the actual number of harvesters re- 
cruited.” : 

These official statements show that 
the section of the Wagner bill providing for 
“furnishing and publishing information as 
to opportunities for employment,” which 
would have been a task of the national] serv- 
ice, exactly describes the present Farm 
Labor Division. The bill would have made 
possible its reorganization if necessary, It 
would not have abolished the work. 
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The veterans’ employment service, which 
the President feared to destroy by approval 
of the bill, is the only direct individual 
Placement service now maintained by the 
Employment Service. It has been in opera- 
tion only since May, 1930, and in the period 
ending Dec. 31 it made 13,253 placements. 
The Wagner.bill would certainly not have 
prevented the development of a much more 
adequate employment service for veterans, 
though it would have carried on this service 
in co-operation with the states. 


The Wagner bill proposed to create a more * 


far-reaching national service. It destroyed 
only in the sense that enactment of a new 
law is accompanied by repeal of an old one; 
and in the new, in this instance, opportu- 
nity hs given to reject personnel or methods 


which had not proved themselves to be ef- 
fective, while profiting by values in the 
work already done. 

Section 10 provided for transition with- 
out a gap from the present service to the 
new. As a practical matter, the Wagner 
bill would have taken effect immediately 
if the President had signed it: $1,500,000 
would have been available. Of this, 75 per 
cent would have been allotted to states 
which through their Legislatures availed 
themselves of the provisions of the act, in 
a ratio determined by population. The Fed- 
eral Government could have used in any 
state its allotted portion for immediate es- 
tablishment of offices, pending state action. 
And finally, the present service would have 
been reorganized, in accordance with civil 
service laws, for the task of co-ordinating 
public employment offices throughout the 
country. 

. . . 


The fundamental principle of the Wagner 
bill—state operation and Federal co-ordina- 
tion—has been recomménded by a long 
series of conferences and of investigations 
dealing with this subject in the past 15 
years. In 1921 the President’s conference 
on unemployment, of which Mr. Hoover was 
chairman, declared: “Your committee feels 
that in any permanent system the state 
should be the operating unit of such em- 
ployment offices, and that the extension of 
such offices should be encouraged. The 
Federal Government itself should not op- 
erate local offices or do placement work.” 

By rejecting Federal aid the administra- 
tion, while declaring that it believes in a 
national employment service, is apparently 
faced in the direction of an independent 
Federal system of employment exchanges 
for*placement work. If made effective, this 
would necessitate very large expenditures 
by the Government, without the provision 
for state contributions and state operation 
which would have turned every dollar of 
Federal aid into two dollars for effective 
service for men and women out of work. 
Having in view the principle of state op- 
eration as the basis for a national employ- 
ment service, it may be observed that the 
combination of Federal and state appro- 


- priations is not so much Federal aid to the 


states as state aid to a national system. 
While the veto was being written, the 
Census Bureau was completing the tabula- 
tion of its count of the unemployed on 
Jan. 15. It announced more than 6,000,000 
Out of work. 
of these 6,000,000 with no change in its 
machinery for national organization of em- 
ployment except as an additional appro- 


priation of $500,000, which was itself a by- 


product of the Wagner bill fight. The 
President has rejected a measure based up- 
on fundamental principles of state and lo- 
cal operation and national co-ordination, 
upon which all impartial students of pub- 
lic employment buréaus have agreed, 

The task ahead of restoring men and 
women to employment is comparable only 
to readjustments following the World War. 
For labor and for business alike it would 
appear that not the Wagner bill but the 
President’s veto has been “‘a ferious blow.”

204 MILES LONG 


Transfer of Stocks Made 
Without Confusion — 
$140,000 Worth Still to 
Be Acquired. 


By the, Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 2.—The Federal 
Government spent more than $27,- 
000,000 for wheat yesterday and 
still has to pay some $140,000,000 
for 184,000,000 bushels. 

It was the first day of settlement 
for the Grain Stabilization Corpo- 
ration, Government-sponsored co- 
operative, which went into the 
grain futures markets last year in 
its determination to see that farm- 
ers received a satisfactory price for 
every bushel of wheat raised. 

Activities of the Federal Farm 
Board's ally kept the price of wheat 
down in 1930, above the “pegged” 
figure and far above the price for 
unstabilized deliveries. Yesterday 
was the first date for delivery of 
the speculative wheat and 36,000,- 
000 bushels poured in on the sta- 
bilizers. 

If moved by rail the grain would 
fill a train 204 miles long, reachinz 
from Chicago to Indianapolis. If 
converted into one-pound loaves of 
bread, statisticians estimated, it 
would circle the globe 12 times. 
Room for More Wheat. 
“Additional deliveries will be 
made during the month,” George 
S. Milnor, president of the corpora- 
tion, said. “The transfer was made 
without confusion. All wheat de- 
livered is in storage and there is 
ample room for current arrivals.” 
Milnor said he knew “exactly” 
how much more May 
Government had bought, but 
“wouldn’t say.” The figure is 
thought to b? about 220,000,000 
bushels for all crop deliveries,, 
enough to fill a train stretching 
from Chicago west to Yellowstone 
Park, or East to Boston, or South 
to Jacksonville, Fla. 
Most of the 36,000,000 bushels 
was turned over to the Govern- 
ment in Minneapolis, where agents 
of the co-operative paid $18,000,- 
900 to commission merchants and 
terminal elevators for 23,000,000 
bushels. Chicago received 4,000,- 
000 bushels, Omaha 5,000,000, and 
Kunsas City 3,000,000. 

Contracts for the delivery were 
made between June, 1930, and last 
February, the corporation being 
bound to accept delivery between 
now and June 30. All deals were 
consummated by noon and Milnor 
then announced the total. The 
grain has been in storage and its 
owners, who bought it from the 
growers, had no reason to hold it 
longer. 
until disposed of by the Govern-. 
ment. which was unable to unload | 
it at less than the pegged price in 
the futures market. 

Destination Not Decided.

Western Kansas, Colorado Growers

The 
Government refuses to consider the 
l‘rench proposal but offers ‘“‘re- 
luctantly’® to adhere to the British 
suggestion for re-examination of 
the French tonnage demands at a 
conference in 1935. 

Italy promises nothing in this 

connection, but stipulates that any 
dditional replacement tonnage ap- 
»roved would apply to both Italy 
nd France. 

The note is a three-page docu- 
auent which characterizes the 
i‘rench proposals as an “‘alteration” } 
rather than in interpretation of the 
necord., Provision for replacement 
of tonnage as proposed by France 
is contained neither in the letter 
nor in the spirit of the agreement 
and would constitute rewriting of 
the accord accepted by both Italy 
und France, the note says. 

It adds that the French demand, 
instead of reducing armaments, 
would increase them, changing the 
annual construction total from 27,- 
000 to 40,000 tons. 


¥ rance Unwilling to Accept British 
Proposal, 
by the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 2.—The_ return 
from London of Rene  Massigli, 
head of the French naval delega- 
tion, leads to the belief that lit- 
tle will be accomplished toward 
solving the Franco-Italian naval 
difficulties until after the meeting 
of the League of Nations Council 
May 18. At this meeting the 
league is expected to designate a 
president and a city for the dis- 
armament conference in 1932. 

It is hoped that informal discus- 
sions at Geneva between French 
l‘oreign Minister Briand and states- 
men of Great Britain and Italy 
will develop some solution. 

It was made clear here that 
l’rancée is unable to accept British 
proposals that France and Italy 
sign a naval treaty based on the 
limited building program  an- 
nounced March 1. 

Originally the British and the 
Italians contended that no replace- 
ment tonnage could be laid down 
between 1934 and 1936 except for 
vessels actually reaching 
limit between 1937. and 1939. It 
was conceded that France should 
retain its average vessels and at a 
conference in’ 1935 it should be 
decided to what extent it could 
build replacements. 

The last French proposal was 
that it should not begin construc- 
tion before the 1935 conference, 
but it Msisted on the free hand 
should that conference fail to reach 
an agreement. 

The British counter’ proposal, 
which is understood to have Italy’s 
Support, was that the French build 
new tonnage after 1935, but only 
to the extent and at the rate to 
be agreed upon at the conference 
that year. 

Failing an agreement at the 
conference, France would remain 
bound only to reconstruct tonnage 
as provided for in the London 
treaty,

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GOVERNOR SIGNS, 
BILL. REPEALING 
RALPH SEWER LAW 


Act Effective 90 Days After 
Legislature Adjourns — 
Provides for Payment of 
Certain Claims. 


The bill repealing the Ralph 
sewer law, which affected princi- 


pally St. Louis County, was signed 
at Jefferson City yesterday by Gov. 
Caulfield and will become effective 
90 days after the Legislature ad- 
journs. 

While it includes a saving clause 
intended to assure payment of 
about $750,000 in preliminary ex- 
penses incurred by the eight sewer 
districts in the county, there are 
two legal methods by which taxes 
to raise this money might be avert- 
ed in whole or in part. Whether 
either will be employed has not 
been determined. 

John E. Mooney of Price and La- 
due roads, president of the County 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association 
and leader of the long fight to re- 
peal the law on the ground that it 
was confiscatory, expensive and un- 
fair, returned home last evening 
after witnessing’ the Governor's 
signature and received a vociferous 
surprise reception. 

He drove from Jefferson City, 
accompanied by State Representa- 
tive Bamber, one of the three Rep- 
resentatives from the county who 
joined in introducing the repegier. 
They were met at the St. Charles 
Bridge by 75 or more automobiles 
carrying county citizens who were 
grateful for the repeal, and by a 
brass band. The assemblage dr ove 
to Clayton by way of Overland and 
Wellston, two of the populous un- 
incorporated sections where ovposi- 
tion to the sewer law was strong. 

At the county courthouse about 
500 persons gathered to hear 
speeches congratulating Mooney. 
Among those speaking were Orla 
M. Hill of Overland and George 
Barnett of Webster Groves, lawyers 
and principal associates of Mooney 
in the fight; Probate Judge Hodg- 
don and George Bolte, editor of 
the St. Louis County leader. Hill 
and Barnett were cheered, as well 
as Mooney, for their part in the 
fight. Mooney described the cam- 
paign last year against the law and 
his work since January in advocat- 
ing the repealer before thé Legisla- 
ture. He exhibited a long-hand 
copy of the repealer, a duplicate of 
the bill signed by the Governor. 

Praise for Mooney. 


Speakers, praising Mooney, said 
he had given up his lucrative law 
practice since January, 1930, to. 
work for the people against the 
sewér law and had paid his own 
expenses. He has spent virtually 
all of his time at Jefferson City 
since the Legislature convened in 
January. Mooney told the Post- 
Dispatch today he had-tried only 
one or two lawsuits for private 
clients in the last year and a half, 
giving up a practice he valued at 
$2000 or more a-month; that he 
had received no compensation for 
his sewer law work or expenses, 
and that he had had to borrow 
$3000 at a bank to pay his bills. 
He said he expected no com- 
pensation, but had done his work 
as a matter of principle because he 
thought the people were ‘“‘being 
gouged.” 

Editor Bolte announced last 
night that a picnic would be held 
at Westlake Park on June 28 to 
raise funds as honorariums for 
Mooney, Hill and Bargpett. 

Tax Levy Not Obligatory. 
Although the saving clause. in 
the repealer provides for paying 
the $750,000 in preliminary § ex- 
penses of the county sewer dis- 
tricts, there is nothing in the Ralph 
law or the repealer to compel the 
supervisors who control each dis- 
trict to levy the necessary taxes, 
Mooney said today. 

However, he believes that pres- 
sure from the banks which ad- 
vanced much of the money for the 
preliminary expenses may cause the 
levies to be made. He estimated 
that about $500,000 had been ad- 
vanced by banks to the districts 
and that about $250,000 in war- 
rants for engineering services and 
Other expenses have been issued 
but not honored. It is difficult to 
get exact figures on this subject, 
Mooney asserted. 

It is possible for the supervisors 
to levy the taxes at any time, with- 
out waiting for the repealer to be- 
come effective. While the Ralph 
law provided for a tax on all prop- 
erty in a district of 10 cents per 
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oy 
mary expenses, Mooney explained 
that the repealer sets no limit on 
this tax rate, except that it shall 
not exceed the amount needed to 

meet existing obligations. He thinks 
in the case of the Wellston sewer 
district the tax would have to ex- 
ceed 10 cents a 100 square feet and 
he understands that the tax on one 
golf *club in that district may be 
$7000 to $8000. 

After the repealer becomes ef- 
fective the districts may not incur 
additional debts, but the super- 
visors must wind up their affairs 
in paying off existing debts. In the 
meantime, it is not considered like- 
ly that any of the districts will try 
to go farther with sewer plans. 


Might Defend Tax Suits. 

It is thought the sewer taxes, 
when levied, would:go on the reg- 
ular general tax bills, due by Dec. 
31, but they would have to be cer- 
tified to the Collector by Sept. 1 
in that case. If the taxes are not 
paid within six months after they 
become due, Mooney said, the Col- 
lector would have to bring suit for 
them, and, if judgment should be 
obtained, property involved would 
be sold to satisfy the lien. How- 
ever, Mooney said that one way of 
opposing the taxes might be to de- 
fend such suits and seek to knock 
out the tax levies. 

Another means available, if prop- 
erty owners desire to oppose the 
tax, Mooney said, would be to file 
quo warranto proceedings against 
the districts on the ground that 
they were organized illegally. If 
such suits were successful, he 
added, the taxes would be invalid. 
The Prosecuting Attorney or At- 
torney-General would have to con- 
sent to use of his name as relator 
in a suit of this nature. 

There was no agreement by the 
Ralph law opponents, Mooney de- 
clared, not to fight the tax, in con- 
nection with inclusion of the saving 
clause in the repealer. That clause, 
he said, was intended only to pro- 
tect legitimate debts and if a dis- 
trict were held to have been or- 
ganized illegally the debts would 
not be proper. 

There is a question as to what 
will become of the sewer plans 
made by engineers for the several 
districts. If the engineers do not

P. G. A. Tourney Ranks Third.

SENATE PASSES 


BILL TO PERMIT 
19-ROUND BOUTS}: 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 2. 
—fThe Ploeser bill, repealing a sec- 


mission law which limits boxing 
bouts licensed by the commission to 


ing a new section authorizing 15- 
round bouts, with a decision, was 
passed by the Senate late yester- 
day, by a vote of 22 to 5. 

The bill previously had been 
passed by the House, and now 
goes to the Governor for approval. 

If Gov. Caulfield signs the bill, 
the amendment to the law will be- 
come effective 90 days after the 
date the Legislature finally ad- 
journs. The final adjournment will 
follow the pending impeachment 
trial of State Treasurer Larry |' 
Brunk before the Senate. 

No change is made in the license 
provisions of the law or the classes 
of organizations patriotic, benevo- 
lenr. fraternal or religious which 
may be licensed by the commission 
to promote wrestling, sparring and 
boxing bouts. 

The amendment provides permits 
may be issued by the commission 
for bouts of not more than 16 
rounds, and provides a _ decision 
may be rendered in any such bout 
by two judges and a referee ap- 
pointed by the commission. 

The bill was introduced in the 
House by Representative Walter 
C. Pleeser of the first St. Louis dis- 
trict. A duplicate bill was intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator 
Nvu'te of St. Louis, which was en- 
grossed by the Senate but did not 
reach final passage. Senator Nol- 
te called up the Ploeser bill which 
had been passed by the House and 
obtained its final passage by the 
Senate yesterday. 

As originally introduced the 
Ploeser bill authorized a perinit for 
a 15-round bout only when the 
bout involved a national or inter- 
national championship in any of 
the several weight classes, and pro- 
vided that a decision might be ren- 
dered in such a championship bout 
by two tudges and a refree ap- 
pointed by the commission. The 
original bil] retained the limitations 
of 10 rounds, no decision, for all 
other bouts. 

When the bill was engrossed by 
the House, it was amended so that 
the 15-round, decision provisions 
could apply to any bout for which 
a permit was issued by the com- 
n.ission. The bill was passed in 
that form by the Houses and by 
the Senate yesterday. 

The law creating the Missouri 
Athletic Commission was passed in 
1927, and applied only to boxing. 
Wrestling also was placed under 
the supervision of the commission, 
through an amendment by the 1921 
Legislature.

Night- Work for: Women- 
Condemned.

PHILADELPHIA, May 2.—An 
“industrial employment code,” 
higher in standard than the aver- 
age of industrial working -condi- 
tions in the United States, was pre- 
sented last night for the considera- 
tion of the Taylor Seciety, by its 


Industrial Code Committee, at a 
uinner which .ended the two-day 
conference of the society. 

The object of the society, an in- 
ternational organization, is ‘“‘to 
promote the science and the art of 
administration and of manage- 
ment.” 

It was explained that the code 
wag atill tentative and that it was 
drafted in the hope that it mignt 
lead to the eventual adoption of 
something similar as a basis for 
the conduct of relations between 
employer and employe, 

The code recommends that “the 
basic minimum for the lowest paid 
adult worker should be a living 
wage, with proper differentials es- 
tablished for skill and service.” 

“Cutting wages,”’ the code says, 
“should be avoided as demoraliz- 
ing alike to production and to the 
community’s standard of living.” 

For 8-Hour Day. 

The eight-hour day is recom- 
mended “with the burden of proof 
resting heavily on any longer 
schedule.” One day’s rest in each 
seven is said to be essential by the 
code, which adds that “it is to the 
advantage of a proper balance be- 
tween production and consumption 
that industry should reduce daily 
and weekly hours as higher levels 
of output are permanently at- 
tained.” 

The code states that “work after 
10 p. m. should be avoided where 
possible and should not be required 
of women employes.” 

“Sudden termination of employ- 
ment, without warning and with- 
out financial compensation,” the 
code says, ‘“‘is contrary to good 
practice in employment. If dis- 
placement of employes is unavoid- 
able a compensation wage can be 
paid as a lump sum or in weekly 
payments, covering a reasonable 
maximum period to make it pos- 
sible for the worker to find an- 
other position. 

Right to Organize. 

“Labor's right to recognition as 
a party to collective agreements is 
so widely recognized as to be gen- 
erally beyond debate in theory and 
beyond contest in practice. Any 
condition of the work contract 
binding the workman not to join 
an independent (standard) labor 
union is to be deprecated.”

JEFRERSON CITY, .May 2.— 
The State Highway Department bill 
to authorize construction by the 
department of farm-to-market 
roads in cases in which contractors’ 
bids are considered too high, was 
defeated in the Senate last night 
when Senator Buford of Ellington 
objected to letting it go to a vote. 
Senator Wammack, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on High- 
ways, estimated on the floor of 
the Senate that defeat of the bill 
would nearly double the cost of 
construction of the lower type of 
highways. 

The measure was opposed by 
many road contractors operating 
in Missouri because its passage 
would put the State in the actual 
construction business, thus making 
the State a competitor of the con- 
tractors. 

According to Highway Depart- 
ment officials, quoted by Senator 
Wammack, experience has shown 
that the department has been able 
to construct the veneaper type of 
roads at a lower cost than the con- 
tractors’ bid, the department hay- 
ing taken over the construction in 
instances when contractors’ work 
was unsatisfactory or when he was 
financially unable to complete the 
job. 

Applied to Gravel Roads. 

The bill would have authorized 
the department to construct roads 
for which the estimated cost was 
not to exceed $5000 per mile. This 
would have applied principally to 
the farm-to-market roads, which 
are designed to care for local traf- 
fic only and which are not built 
up to the _ specifications of the 
higher type reads. They are built 
of gravel. | 

Buford was able to defeat the 
bill through the rule under which 
the Senate was working during the 
last day or two of the active leg- 
islative session.

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{TRACES OF LOST TRIBE 


OF ISRAEL IN COLOMBIA 


Italian Explorer Tells of Find- 
ing People Resembling Those 
of Asia Minor. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOGOTA, Colombia, May 2.— 


Another suggested solution of the 


ancient problem of the lost tribes 
of Israel and the mystery of the 
population of the Western Hem- 
isphere is seen by L. Battista Ven- 
turello of Turin, Italy, who has 
emerged from a year’s stay in the 
Northern Colombian jungles. 

He brought back. word, and pic- 
tures to prove it, that the Mag- 
dalena department, .one of the 
largest states of the Republic of 
Colombia, centains an Indian tribe, 
the Aruacos, whose customs and 
dress are strikingly similar to those 
of Asia Minor. 

In squalid villages of adobe- 
walled, straw-thatched houses, 
perched high on the snow-capped 
Sierra Nevada range, these 
dians live a life which Venturello 
says parallels that of Turkey and 
Palestine in many aspects. 

The men are fierce fighters and 
excellent hunters. The women 
wear veils as in Turkey, although 
he induced some to pose for him 
unveiled. The men’s hats are re- 
markabily similar to the traditional 
Turkish fez and the ceremonial 
Jewish headgear, he says. 

The Aruacos love bright colors 
and their clothes, fashioned as sre 
those of Asia Minor, are in varied 
hues. The men wear their hair 
long and carefully combed. 

The tribe is without written rec- 
ords, but its legends go back into 
an antiquity which makes it ap- 
parent that the tribe hus clung to 
the same territory for centuries, 
Venturello said. 

He found the Indians throughout 
his journeys far from hospitable 
until he had loaded the chieftains 
down with presents. Then he was 
suffered to remain among them 


In- 


and, at times, even regarded as @ 
friend. His nera was always re- 
garded with suspicion except by the 
powerful warrior tribe of Goagiro 
Indians, who fear nothing. . 

The explorer found among the 
Goagiros the finest specimens of 
men he has ever seen, They are 
bronze-skinned and powerfully 
muscled. The habitual dress in a 
loin cloth, a hat and sandals, well 
suited to the hot plains of Magda- 
lena where they live. 

One of the most dangerous tribes 
Venturello encountered was that of 
the Motilones. These are small. 
crafty jungle Indians who do their 
killing with blow pipes or bows and 
arrows. 

After another year of investiga- 
tions, especially of the legends of 
the Aruacos, Venturello hopes to 
write a book in which he will pre- 
sent a hypothesis of origin from 
Asia Minor.

his report there is no mention ofa 
single case of tobacco heart ip 
new-born children. 


Furthermore, the conclusion is 
drawn from all available evidence 
that “smoking by women has no 
apparent influence over the func. 
tions of the genital system.” 


It is not true that there is any 
scientific evidence showing that 
smoking by the pregnant woman 
in any way affects her _ unborn 
chiid. 

It is not, of course, 
to be construed from 
smoking is a desirable habit, — or 
that medicine indorses the prac. 
tice as completely harmless. 

There are a number of undesir. 
able effects connected with this 
habit, but none is in any way 
known to influence the unborn 
child.
